It has been said that all this 
time the Louisiana people were really be- 
hind the scheme. The fact that their 20 
years' charter will expire in Louisiana this 
year, and that they cannot get it renewed 
there, has caused them to look anxiously 
to North Dakota and other States. Nevada 
seems now to be their last hope.

South America's Pampero. 


A strange natural phenomenon is the pam- 


pero, a South American storm wind. It is 
thus described: A light breeze had been 
blowing from the northeast, but had steadily 
increased in force and brought with it the 
heated air of the tropics, which, passing over 
a treeless pampa country exposed to the 
burning sun raya of a clear sky, so warms up 
the atmosphere on the shares of the Rio de la 
Plata that its effect upon human beings is ex- 
ceedingly bad. This statoo of things generally 


- lasts.for a week, or longer, until the stifling 
heat becomes unbearable, and the inhabitants 
ere seen resting in grass hammocks or lying 
on bare floors, incapable of exertion. 


However, relief is close at hand. A little 


cloud "no bigger than a man's hand" is first 
seen to rise above the water, then the heavens 
grow black with clouds, and the battle of op- 
posing winds begins. The pampero advances 
with its artillery well in front; forked flashes 
of vivid lightning, followed by peals of thun- 
der, bear down upon the foe, who, quite up 
to the moment of attack, is fiercely discharg- 
ing its flery breath on tha surrounding re- 
gions. 
The inhabitants now climb on the 


azorteas, or flat roofs, to watch the struggle 
and to be the first to participate in the de- 
licious relief brought by the pampero to their 
fevered bodies. 


Far out on the river a curious sight may 


be seen; the opposing waves, raised by the 
rival winds, meet like a rush of cavalry in 
wild career; their white horses with foaming 


. crests dash themselves against each other and 


send clouds of dazzling spray high in the air; 
this, being backed by an inky sky, renders the 
scene most imposing. GraduaDy tho north- 
easter gives way, followed closely by its ene 
ray, tho pampero, which throws out skirmish- 
ing currents of ice cold wind in advance of 
its final onslaught. Then comes the roar of 
the elements, and a deluge such as no one 
would willingly encounter, and cooler weath- 
er is established for tho time being.—Cleve- 
land Herald.

THE CHIFFONNIERS. 


«me Astonishing: Fact* About These 
Strange Scavengers of tUe Streets of the 
Great French Capital—Their Organiza- 
tion and Their Work. 


M. Rouff, a dealer in diamonds, lost a fine, 


arge pearl, weighing 125 grains and valued 
t $8,000. He immediately put posters up on 
all the walls of Paris offering a handsome re-. 
ward for its recovery. Several weeks elapsed, 
then a poor woman called on the commissary ' 
t police in the Rue Montmartro and handed 
le lost pearl to that official. Her name was 
autier. She was a chiffonniere, or female 
agpicker, by trade, and had found the pearl 
n a heap of rubbish in the Rue Laffitte.. She 
ved in a small wooden shanty'ih the Rue du 
luisseau, a poorly tenanted street belonging 
o a quarter known as Les Srandes Carrieres, 
o named from the "large quarries" on the 
orthern slopes of Montmartre, where the 
ity formerly got much of its fine Iftnestone 
o r building. - . " ' • ' 
Tha new law that forbids housekeepers 
lacing their rubbish in the streets overnight 
as been a sad blow to the corporation to 
rhich this poor, honest woman belongs. 
ome compensation has, it is true, been of- 
ered them by the tolerance of the police, 
ho close their eyes to the infringement of 
je regulations! in the narrow streets which 
re lined with shops and warehouses. They 
ave each their ownl. concierge, who permits 
lem to forage at daybreak among the rub- 
ish brought down by the servants from up- 
airs. 
They have a longer day's wort nowv For- 
lerly they started out at 10 at night, and at 
.or 5 in the morning, when the carts made 
heir rounds, they had disappeared from the 
;reets. Now they must remain until the 
cavengers appear on the scene, or at least 
ntil the boxes of rubbish have been emptied 
nto the common bin placed on tho edge of 
ae curb by each concierge. 
They have the work of sorting to do when 
hoy get back from their early morning task 
f collecting the refuse. Some sell it to a 
joss or trieur (sorter), as he is called, who 
lays at.home and does nothing else. He sits 
ji his room like' a gentleman, ant} there cmiet- 
y assembles, examines and separates the dif- 
erent articles picked np by his work people. 
He then sells .the material to buyers of vari- 
ius sorts. 
Tho business is any thin 3 but a lucrative 
ne. Parisians, however, throw away every 
year more than 300,000 tons of stuff, which 
he ragpickers collect and sell for upward of 
,5,000,000 francs, or nearly $5,000,000. The 
aily returns amount in all to more than 70,- 


000 francs ($14,000), but there are 40,000 men 
and women to share the sum between them, 
so that each gets an average of 1 franc 75 
entimes, or less than S3 cents. Two hundred 
lounds of- waste paper cannot be sold for 
nore than a couple of francs, woolen rags 
are only worth 5 cents a pound, cotton 3 
ents, and bone's at best fetch 1 franc 85 cen- 
imes, or 37 cents, per hundred weight. 
A man working steadily all night—for they 
till ply their trade on a small scale, despite 
he edict of the prefect—7nay earn, if he has 
a lair amount o£ good fortune, from forty to 
sixty cents, but not more. A silver sjioon 
does occasionally turn up in the rubbish, but 
a pearl of- purest orient hue—well, so to 
speak, n&ver. Besides, every member of the 
corporation of ragpickers is bound under 
severe1 penalties to deposit any valuable he 
may find at the nearest police office. 
Each 


las a card or ticket with a number inscribed, 
and a number corresponding with that on 
,he card is fastened to the hotte or basket. 
iagpickers, moreover, have always been 
noted for their industry and honesty. 


The "new law" I have alluded to was a:de- 


_ree enacted by M. Poubelle, prefect of the 
Seine, requiring every concierge to provide 
a box for the rubbish of the tenants, and to 
lave it ready for the dust carts on their 
morning rounds. It came into force Jan 15, 
.884. The evident effect, if not the object, 
of this regulation was to chock tho chiffon 
nier's occupation, and to give the dust con- 
tactor a monopoly of tho refuse. On sani- 
tary grounds the prefect may have been 
right, but policy required moderation even 
n a question where the health of .so large a 
city as Paris is concerned. Tho fact of sud- 
denly reducing so large a crowd of honest 
servants to downright beggary was a mis- 
take. 
Public opinion, which in 'France, as in 


other countries of a similar high degree of 
civilization, is the supreme ruler, spoke up in 
fovor of tho ragpicker and against thai 
minor sovereign known as tho prefect ol 
ihe Seine. Many deputies also humanely 
joined in tho protest, so that the now immor- 
tal M. Poubello was constrained to offer par 
tial excuses for his action in the matter, am 
promised that tlio utmost tolerance should bo 
sxercised by the authorities in behalf of this 
particular and—as be admitted—"most hon 
arable" industry. The ragpickers were in 
future to bo allowed to turn out the new dus' 
boxes, so as to bo able to rako over the con 
tents. 


I will conclude this article about rag 


pickers by relating the story of a poor 
woman, Mme, Vanard, who arrived at com 
potency by collecting orange peel, anc 
thereby not only helped herself, but gave 
occupation to others. 
She became a rich 


person, a great patroness of art and a regu 
lar habitue of the opera. Her husband was 
in business as a distiller of spirits and es- 
sences, such as are used by perfumers anc 
dealers in liqueurs. She gave him as much 
assistance as she could. He, however, died 
whereupon she tried for some time to carr; 
on the distillery alone, but without success. 


Talking over matters one day with th< 


keeper of a restaurant where she used to take 
her dinner, sho was much struck with a re- 
mark that ho made, to the effect that there 
was a fortune to be realized by some clever 
person in the orange and lemon peel whicl 
was daily thrown away by the garcons o 
the cafes. 


She took the hint and pondered over it. 


The next thing she did was to sell her stocl 
in trade and become a sort of amateur chif 
fonniero, with this difference—that the ob- 
ject of her quest was orange and lemon pee 
only. She struck up business relations wit] 
the limonadiers and the various waiters whc 
—well, you know how men are!—were ghw 
to help a young and, as she was then, goo< 
looking woman. They all. in fact, watchw 
her venture In this isew line with consider- 
able interest. 


She had a tiresome task at first, but coon 


as she got to be known matters went on mor 
smoothly. The peel idea proved o success. 
In fact, sho prospered so rapidly that she was 
ere long able to employ other hands to do th 
dirty work of collecting the material from 
the streets, as also from the theatres, for th 
sweepings of which she contracted. 


She presided herself over some thirty young 


women in her orange and lemon peel ware- 
house, all of whom were busily occupied in 
cleaning, pressing and packing the peel as i 
arrived, an operation which she christenec 
by the word "zester." Vast quantities o 
zeste were daily sent away to all parti o 
France and abroad to form the basis o 
Dutch curacoa, orangeade, citronade and th 
many kinds of light drinks and aperients 
which are met with over the continent. Sh 
has now retired from business, and enjoys 
the hard earned fruits of her former 'ttbor.— 
Mrs. Frank. I^slie in Detroit News.

Any person will answer 
for the man, providing he stands on- one o 
the plates and allows everybody that steps on 
the other plate to shake hands with him, thus 
completing the circuit. Slate writing in 
theatres is done with the aid of a confnlerat 
or two in the audience. The message- is writ- 
ten on one side of the slate, which is careful! 
covered with a piece of clean, dry black rut 
bet looking like slate, which fits very closely 
and protecting tho writing from the dam; 
rag which is passed .over it to make the aud 
euro think that no writing exist* 
.. The performer then steps into the audito- 
rium and asks somebody to suggest a sentence 
The confederate is the first to respond, ani 
bis question is chosen. An answer to this ia 
of course, written on the slate already an 
carefully covered with the rubber. A boar 
U next securely fastened to the frame sides 
of the slate with' cord, and the performer then 
takes the whole affair on the stage and un 
fastens the board, being-careful toremov 
the rubber at the same time, thus allowin; 
the people to see the writing. All other trick 
are just as simple, but on account of their 
simplicity uobody can easily catch on toth

In this day of diversified industry, when one 


abor saving invention crowds another oft 
be stage in endless and rapid succession, one 
*iij scarcely -comprehend the patient, perse- 
vering effort required of .the pioneer house- 
wife in the discharge of the ordinary duties 
f the cabin.-1 The lack of costly furniture, 
landsome carpets, fragile bric-a-brac and 
xpensive hangings did not lessen her core. 
ihe was both mistress and servant, matron 
nd nurse, housekeeper and charwoman/ 
airymaid and cook. Neatness was not less 
emandedof her. than of the modern house- 
wife, and her split broom and scrub brush 
ound ample service in keeping floor and f nr- 
nituro clean and white..

The labor was pretty well divided between 
he sexes. "The men," the early writers tell 
us, "hunted and brought in the meat; they 
planted, plowed and gathered the corn, 
;rinding it into meal at a hand mill or 
loundiug it into hominy in the mortar, 
rhich was occasionally the work of either or 
he joint labor of both." But with these 
offices tho labor of the women was scarcely 
jegun. Custom and necessity united to lay 
upon her the care of providing for every 
lousehold need that the rude agriculture of 
he period did not supply, and in all the mul- 
ifarious duties which engaged her skill and 
energy she labored unaided by labor saving 
machinery. And so sho milked the cows in 
all. weather, while sturdy men and boys 
watched an operation too effeminate to enlist 
iheir services. She churned the butter, car- 
ried the tubs to a spring a quarter;'or.-half 
mile from the cabin, or caught rain wafer in 
Toughs and barrels from the eaves'for the 
'washing;" made her own soap; washed, 
>icked, carded and dyed; the wool; pulled, 
>rokeond hackled the flax; spun the thread 
and wove the cloth; contrived and made the 
garments; reared her children, nursed the 
sick, sympathized with the distressed, and en- 
couraged tho disheartened laborer at her 
side. In all this, and above it all, woman 
was the tutelary saint of the frontier. 


The first cloth made in Kentucky was in 


L776, by the wife of William Poague, who 
;bat year joined the settlement at Hatreds- 
iurg. She. brought with her the first spin- 
ning wheel ever seen west of the mountains, 
and she spun thread from the lint of the net- 
lie, which grew abundantly in the new coun- 
iry, and upon a rude loom contrived by her 
iiisband she worked it into cloth. This she 
called linen, but by adding a "filling" spun 
From buffalo wool she made a cloth she 
called liiisey woolsey. Considerable of such 
cloth was made here before the introduction 
of sheep, and before the people began to cul- 
tivate flax and hemp. 


These are no fancy sketches drawn from a 


romantic imagination, but true of pioneer 
life, and the world is not half a century older 
since much of that described above could be 
daily witnessed in Kentucky. 


A DUEL OVER' JEA.NS. 


The spinning wheel, the loom and the reel 


have disappeared, except as relics. 
(It is 


fashionable now to have our. grandmothers' 
old wheels, bedecked with ribbons and gew- 
gaws, conspicuously displayed1 in our parlors 
»ud lihrariea) .A suit of country brown jeans 
is never seen now,"except when' the revenue 
officers bring in a squad of "moonshiners from 
the mountains! But following the period of 
buckskin breeches every man wore home 
made jeans and linens. I have seen the late 
Governor'John TJ. Helm on public occasions, 
where he took a conspicuous part, dressed in 
a suit of jeans.

The celerated duel between Henry Cloy 


and Humphrey. Marshall in 1807 grew out ol 
Marshall's sarcastic criticism of Clay for wear- 
ing jeans clothes. Marshall was an aristo- 
crat socially and a federalist politically. He 
behoved Clay's republican ideas and ple- 
beian tastes affected to give him prestige 
with the people, and he gave his "stinging 
pen and bitter tongue" full swing at him 
until Clay could no longer endure bis bitinj 
sarcasm, aud he challenged him. Theresul 
of the duel was nothing more serious, saic 
Col. 
Sam Major, writing of the affair, than 


'a slight wound to Mr. Clay's jeans breeches 
inflicted by Marshall's Manton." 


One of tho early writers, describing the 


times in the first quarter of the present cen- 
tury, says: "Fashionable young men wore 
tight bodied, swallow tailed coats, with large 
high collars, buff or white vests, stockinet 
pants, high top boots, wrinkled or fair, with 
a tassel in front, high short collars reachinf 
to tho ears, and a few wore ruffles.

watches were uncommon, but a bull's eye 
with a metallic fob chain, seal and key was 
usually sported. The- fashions didn't change 
then as often as they do now. The saiuebon 
net or hat was worn for years. : Men wore 
their hats eight or ten years, and yet, no 
half worn out, would barter them to the hat 
ter in part pay for a now one of the lates 
style.

"The same bonnet was worn as. long, the 


trimming perhaps changed every two or 
three years. Calico was the prevailing ma 
terial for ladies' fine dresses, such as were 
worn in making calls, attending religious 
meetings or evening parties. The more el 
derly wore bombazine. 
Six yards weri 


amply sufficient for a pattern. An articl 
called homespun wool, or cotton and wool 
was usually worn about the house when en- 
gaged in ordinary domestic duties; There 
were social parties in those days, but there 
was some regard paid to proper hours for 
meeting and dispersing. The company as- 
sembled at early candle lighting and went 
home at reasonable bedtime, and had DO ice 
cream or oyster suppers."—W. H. Perrine in 
Louisville Courier-Journal.
